In tiie wars of ('ut>a the tobacco interetto 
of the wcNtern )>orlion of the i»land, ia 
which is grown the better qualities and tho 
greater; iiuantities, have been but little af> 
fected until tbe last one. During the yearo 
of 1806- '97, however, theae intereats, like tha 
sugar interest* of Hatanzaa, auffered hea^ 
ily from the conflicts waged ovtr the tobacoa 
territory, and tbe pLanteraare but now full^ 
recovering from the effects of the devastar 
tion which tbe revolution left in its path.

URINO year* of peaee in the pa*t 
Cuba has produced more cane su- 
gar than any other country in the 
world. She p.'oducea more than 
twice the cane aiigar n anufac 
tured in Java, her nean .-i com 
petitor, and more than five iime» 
a.< much as i* produced in any 
j^fl^^^ ■ ! icr country In exceiitionil 
yeara her production of sugar ha.i 
pasaed the one million tona mark. 
The beet and cane produi t both consideied, 
Cuba is surpassed by but one country, Cer- 
niany, w ith one and one-half million tons, a* 
a Hugar producer, aad ia oqoalod bf bat one 
other, Austria. 

Cuba haa exported in one year more than 
0,000,000 pound* of leaf tobacco and more 
than 134,000,(100 cigars in addition to heavy 
exporta of baled tobacco of less valuable va- 
rietiei. 

The shipping of nine Cuban ports, which 
Includes Havana, for the year 1894 amount- 
ed to 3,338,530 tons, carried by 3,184 vessels. 

The above three paragrapha give a gen- 
eral idea of induatrial Cuba of tba past; 
they can acaroa!/ bo daaad aa even pro- 
phetic of tho fataro. 

Cuba and tko adjBoaat hmII tolaada be- 
longing to it occupy an area of 18,000 aquare 
milea- a little leaa in eiae tbaa tha atato of 
New York. Of 4hio total area leaa than 10 
per cent, baa ovor beea under cnkivation ; 
four per coat, io elgmed as foraot tond, and 
large quaatitioo of tho roraaiadar io virgin 
aoil awaiting development by a progreeaive 
people under a progressive governoMnt. 
When such a people under such a govern- 
ment have tnnied thia uaclaimad area into 
productive territory wg ahaU kavo tho Cuba 
of tbe future. 

But to go twck again ta the Cuba of the 
past. Cane sugar development has been 
confined to the vast central plain lying to 
a great extent m Matanzji province. In the 
season of tma great |>laiD yielded 

1,054,21.' ton* of sugar, valued at $80,000,000. 
The augar plantationa ol this territory 
vary in extent from 100 to 1,000 aoras, and 
employ an average of oao MBB tO OBOh two 
acres under culti.vation. 

For seveial years the augar industry in ail 
the Weat Indian lalArxia has been in a de- 
phiiable condition, but difTcrenl cau.M'S 
miiat be assigned for tbe condition in Cuba 
than for the other island*. In Cuba it ha* 
boen th.e aeries of rebelHon* and insurrec- 
tions that have cauhi-d the decline of the 
industry. During the period* of compara- 
tive peace the industry has proi<perpd, and 
the reason may be found in the fact that the 
Cuban planters have gone about the produc- 
tion of sugar on a large scale, and equipped 
with the meet modern machinery. 

While augar is the staple crop of firat im- 
portance in Cuba tobacco ha*, an important 
place in tho island's industries, and is even 
more valtiable thaa augar when the aoreage 
aader cultivation ia conaidorod. As Matan- 
■aa ia the center of the eugar induatry so is 
Piuar del Riu the center of the tobacoo ia*

Is 
poiat of quality Cuba e«B produeo aagood 
coffao aa to growa anjrwhoro ia tho world, 
and there to but little doubt that iUwfll aooa 
become a leading induatry. 

Though the present value of the fruit «t«» 
of Cuba has greatly dimini^ed in <uaipart> 
eon with what it waa a few yoara ago it ia 
still of consideraUa importance, and may bo 
expected to assume even greater importanco 
in the industrial development of the ialand 
U!o!cr t !ie new regime. In t he eaatern end of 
the ialand there are now a large niimher of 
beautiful banana plantations high up tho 
mountains tliat supply to the American mar> 
keta the best of this class of fruit that ia Mild 
in this country. Orangea and pineapples of 
unusual size and flavor 
throughout the island. 

But Cuba po*ae**e* more than agricultural 
wealth. Her foreata supply mahogany . log- 
wood and fuatic in some quantities, though 
the supply i* limited, and a great rniurce of 
wealth IS in her, as yet, almost iindevclojiej 
mines. Iron, manganese, copper and nail 
are all mined in paying quantities, thougb 
on a comparatively small scale. Of them all 
iron to the chief of the mineral product. Tho 
iron mines are located a few mile* eaat ol 
Santiago, and, while they have not as yak 
been worked to any largo extent, tbe Amer> 
ican company which ooatnda them have ea> 
pended large auma ia preparatory develop* 
inent. That theea iron minee will become of 
coneiderable importance in tke develop* 
ment of tbe island cannot be doubted.

Pierre. Not more than twenty per- 
sons escaped Eighteen ve88«»l8 
were burned and sunk, with all on 
board, including foar Amtrlcaa 
vessels The United Statet con- 
sul and family are among the lost. 

A second dispatch contirms the 
report of the destruction of St. 
Pierre and tnfiront and thipping 
by a reign of fire, and |^tbe whole 
population was annihilated with 
the exception of some twenty.
